Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspon- 
dents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1915, 849 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 383,888 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
velated. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names 
inscribed on the Special Register should apply in writing to the 
Director of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

N.B.—Admission to the Register, and retention upon it, are at the 
discretion of the Board of Trade. 
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BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1917. 


The Board of Trade have now decided to hold the British Industries

By THE KING. 
A PROCLAMATION. 
MAKING CERTAIN ADDITIONS TO AND AMENDMENTS IN THE LIST OF 
ARTICLES TO BE TREATED AS CONTRABAND OF Wak. 
GEORGE R.I. 


WHEREAS on the 14th day of October, 1915, We did issue Our 
Royal Proclamation specifying the articles which it was Our intention 
to treat as contraband during the continuance of hostilities, or until 
We did give further public notice ; 

And whereas on the 27th day of January, 1916, We did by Our 
Royal Proclamation of that date make certain additions to and modi- 
fications in the list of articles to be treated as contraband ; 

And whereas it is expedient to make certain further additions to 
and modifications in the said list : 

Now, therefore, We do hereby declare, by and with the advice of 
Our Privy Council, that during the continuance of the war or until 
We do give further public notice, the following articles will be treated 
as absolute contraband in addition to those set out in Our Royal 
Proclamations aforementioned :— 

Gold, silver, paper money, and all negotiable instruments and 
realisable securities. 

Metallic chlorides, except chloride of sodium ; metalloidic chlor- 
ides ; halogen compounds of carbon. 

Starch. 

Borax, boric acid, and other boron compounds. 

Sabadilla seeds and preparations therefrom. 

And We do hereby further declare that as from this date the 
following amendments shall be made in Schedule 1 of Our Royal 
Proclamation aforesaid :— 

In item 3 the following shall be substituted for the present 
wording :— 

“ Lathes, machines, and tools capable of being employed in the 
manufacture of munitions of war.” 

In item 8 for “ether” shall be substituted ‘* formic ether ; sulphuric 
ether.” 

And We do hereby further declare that no gold, silver, or paper 
money captured after this date shall be treated as conditional contra- 
band, and that, except as to captures already effected, item 14 shall 
as from this date be struck out of Schedule IL. of Our Royal Proclama- 
tion aforementioned. , 

Given in Oar Court at Buckingham Palace, this Twelfth day of 

April, in the year of our Lord One thousand nine hundred 
and sixteen, and in the Sixth year of Our Reign.

By the Lords of His Majesty’s Most Honourable 
Privy Council. 


WHEREAS His Majesty was pleased, in exercise of the power in that 
behalf conferred on Him by Section one, subsection one of the 
Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) Act, 1915, by a 
Proclamation dated the 29th day of February, 1916,f to prohibit all 
persons or bodies of persons, incorporated or unincorporated, resident, 
carrying on business, or being in the United Kingdom from trading 
with any of the persons or bodies of persons mentioned in the List 
contained in the said Proclamation : 

And whereas by Section one, subsection two of the said Act, it is 
provided that any List of persons and bodies of persons, incorporated 
or unincorporated, with whom such trading is prohibited by a 
Proclamation under the said Act may be varied or added to by an 
Order made by the Lords of the Council on the recommendation of a 
Secretary of State, such List as so varied or added to, being in the 
said Proclamation referred to as the “ Statutory List”: 

And whereas the List contained in the said Proclamation was 
amended by Orders of Council dated respectively the 16th and 24th 
March, 1916; 

And whereas there was this day read at the Board a recommenda- 
tion from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs to the following 
effect :— 

That the List of persons and bodies of persons, incorporated 
or unincorporated, with whom trading is prohibited by the 
Proclamation dated the 29th day of February, 1916, as amended 
by the Orders of Council of the 16th March and 24th March, 
1916, should be further amended by the variation and addition 
of the names set forth in the Schedule hereto. 


Now, therefore, their Lordships, having taken the said recom- 
mendation into consideration, are pleased to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, that the same be approved. 

Whereof the Right Honourable Sir Edward Grey, Bart., K.G., one 
of His Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, the Controlier of the 
Foreign ‘Trade Department, and all other persons whom it may 
concern, are to take notice and govern themselves accordingly.

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY. 


Firms on the Statutory List under the Proclamation of 29th February, 
1916, and subsequent Orders of Council. 


The Controller of the Foreign Trade Department wishes to call 
the attention of houses engaged in foreign trade with neutral countries 
to the Royal Proclamation of the 29th February, 1916, containing a 
Statutory List of firms of enemy nationality or association with whom 
dealings by persons and firms resident or carrying on business in this 
country are prohibited, and to the subsequent additions which have 
been made to the List. 

It is desired to point out once more that all transactions with persons 
or firms on the Statutory List are strictly prohibited under similar 
penalties to those attaching to transactions with persons or firms in 
enemy countries, except under a general or special licence granted 
by the Foreign Trade Department. It is also desired to point out 
that transactions with persons or firms on the Statutory List include, 
as well as actual sales to or purchases from such persons or firms, all 
correspondence therewith in regard to past or pending business, and 
the receipt or payment of money. 

The Controller wishes to warn all concerned of the necessity of 
making themselves acquainted with and strictly observing these 
regulations, as, notwithstanding a previous notice issued to the press, 
and the publication of the lists in the “ Board of Trade Journal” and 
various trade journals, a large number of individuals and firms appear 
to be unaware of their obligations in the matter and of the penalties 
to which they are rendering theinselves liable by neglecting them. 

Firms engaged in foreign trade with neutral countries are strongly 
advised to ensure that they obtain the lists as they appear by ordering 
them to be supplied regularly, either direct or through a bookseller, 
from Messrs. Wyman and Sons, Ltd., Fetter Lane, E.C., who can 
supply them separately at a trifling cost, or by subscribing to the 
“Board of Trade Journal” or the “ London Gazette.” 

All applications for licences should be marked ‘ Application 
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for Licence” on the envelope, and be addressed to the Controller, 
Foreign Trade Department, Lancaster House, St. James’, S.W.

WARNING TO EXPORTERS. 


The Board of Trade direct the particular attention of all manufac- 
turers and traders concerned to the need for scrupulous care in the 
transaction of their business abroad, in view of the fact that some 
traders in some neutral countries are making themselves agents for 
the supply of goods to and from enemy countries. [special care 
should be taken in opening new accounts in neutral countries, and in 
relation to any orders or enquiries of an abnormal character. In any 
case of doubt as to particular firms abroad, business should be sus- 
pended pending reference as regards firms in foreign countries outside 

Jurope to the Controller, Foreign Trade Department, Lancaster 
House, St. James, London, 8.W., and as regards firms in Murope to 
the Chairman, War Trade Intelligence Department,* Broadway 
House, ‘l'othill Street, Westminster, London, 8.W. It is inadvisable 
that any new accounts should be opened by any British trader in 
neutral countries during the war, without the fullest enquiries as to 
the character of the business proposed to him. 


The Proclamations relating to trading with the enemy cover in- 
direct trading with the enemy through neutral agents, and careless- 
ness in transacting neutral business may involve traders in the 
severe penalties attaching to trading with the enemy.

EXPORTS OF WOOL AND HAIR AND OF MANU- 
FACTURES AND WASTE THEREOF, 


Appointment of Sub-Committee to consider Licences. 


The following announcement with regard to licences for the export 
of wool and hair and of manufactures and waste thereof has been 
issued by the War Trade Department :— 


(1) With reference to the various prohibitions now in force on the 
export of wool and animal hair, and tops, noils, waste, yarns, and 
manufactures of all description made therefrom, a sub-committee of 
the War ‘Trade Department has been formed to consider applications 
for the issue of export licences. The sub-committee will also deal 
with wool skins and certain descriptions of hair skins. 

Applications for crossbred, Kast India, and black faced wool, as 
well as for tops, noils, and waste made therefrom, will continue, as at 
present, to be considered only when made on behalf of an Allied 
Government through the Commission Internationale de Ravitaillement, 
India House, Kingsway, London, W.C. 

Applications for the export to allied and neutrai countries of strictly 
limited quantities of the following articles will receive careful con- 
sideration if addressed directly to the War Trade Department :—

This intimation must not be taken to imply that licences will neces- 
sarily be granted for all or any of the above articles. 


(2) Crossbred Yarn.—Applications for the export of crossbred yarn 
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containing materials suitable for military cloth or hosiery will only 
be considered provided that— 


(a4) The yarn at the present time is unsuitable for military 
purposes in count, colour, or twist, 


(4) The manufacture of the yarn at the date of this notice has 
reached such a stage as to render its use for military 
purposes impracticable. 


Future application will not be considered for any yarns containing 
crossbred wool unless the yarns are required for Allied Governments, 
and the sanction of the Director of Army Contracts has been obtained 
previous to their manufacture. 

The attention of applicants is speciaily directed to the necessity of 
applying for licences only in cases where the quantities applied for 
do not exceed those of normal orders, and where they are absolutely 
satisfied that the consignees are in every way trustworthy and that 
the material will not be used for the benefit of the enemy. Failure 
in this respect may not only involve a refusal of the application in 
question, but also prejudice further applications. 

The sub-committee invite the co-operation of interested Chambers 
of Commerce and other recognised organisations connected with the 
wool trade in carrying out the duties entrusted to their charge. 
With this object they are prepared to set apart one day each month 
for consultation with such bodies on questions affecting the issue of 
licences, but find it essential that the consultations shall be with 
combinations of interests as far as practicable. 





EXPORTS OF PHOTOGRAPHIC PLATES; ETC., CINE- 
‘+-MATOGRAPH FILM AND SOUND RECORDS, ETC. 


Notice as to Licences. 


- The War Trade Department directs attention to the recent pro- 
hibition of export of ‘Sensitive photographic plates, films and 
printing paper, whether exposed or not,” ‘‘ cinematograph films” and 
‘“‘oramophone and other sound records” (see pp. 850-2 of the 
“Board of Trade Journal” of 23rd March). Applications for per- 
mission to export these materials will be treated as follows :— 
Photographic plates, de. 

Photographic plates, films, and paper which have been 
exposed but not developed, will not be allowed to leave the 
country unless there are very exceptional circumstances that 
justify special permission being given. 

Unexposed plates, etc., will be allowed to be exported only by 
manufacturers and their approved agents, who must apply to the 
War Trade Department for a licence, and must certify that the 
material is unexposed. This material will be liable to be sub- 
jected to a test examination. 
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Cinematograph jilm. 

Unexposed cinematograph film will be treated as ‘‘ Celluloid ” 
if made of that material. Only manufacturers and their approved 
agents will be allowed to export and the applications to the War 
Trade Department should be accompanied by a declaration that 
the film is unexposed. ‘This material will be liable to be sub- 
jected to a test examination. 

Exposed cinematograph films, whether new or second hand, 
should be submitted to the British Board of Film Censors, 
70-77, Shaftesbury Avenue, W., who will seal them after cen- 
soring them. The War Trade Department will issue licences 
for sealed films only. 

Second-hand films, not being exported for exhibition purposes, 
will not be allowed to leave the country in the form of film. 

Sound recore is. 

Licences for sound records will be issued by the War Trade 
Department only to manufacturers and their approved agents, 
and the manufacturers must certify that they contain nothing 
that could be used to the advantage of the enemy or the disad- 
vantage of this country and its Allies. Applicants who are in 
doubt as to the possible innocence of any record should submit 
with their application a statement of the wording or music of the 
record. 

Developed lantern slides and finished photographic plates and 
prints are not affected by these regulations and can be exported 
without licence, but they will continue to be subject to examina- 
tion by the military censor. 





TRADE WITH CHINA AND SIAM.

With reference to the Prohibition of Import (No. 4) Proclamation 
1916, prchibiting inter alia the importation of hardware into the 
United Kingdom (see p. 13 of last week’s issue of the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal”), the Board of Trade give notice that for the present they 
regard as included under the heading of Hardware all the goods 
which are entered under that heading in the General Railway Classi- 
fication of Goods, dated Ist January, 1916, with the following 
exceptions :— 

Awl blades, bayonets, bullet moulds, caps for cartridge making, 
cartridge cases, hammers and hammer heads, horse clippers, jacks 
(small), jacks (screw), percussion cap shells, pliers, pulleys and pulley 
blocks, scythes and sickles, shears, spanners, tools (carpenters’, 
coopers’, edge, joiners’, masons’ and shipwrights’), trenching struts, 
tubes (brass or copper). 











IMPORTS OF WOOD AND STONES. 
Notice to Importers. 

With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 696 of the 
** Board of 'l'rade Journal” of 9th March containing a list of certain 
woods covered by the Prohibition of lmport (Paper, Tobacco, Furni-

IMPORTS FROM ITALY, 


Notice to Traders. 


In connection with the abolition of the requirement of certificates 
of origin 1 for goods imported into the United Kingdom from Italy, 
(see p. 779 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 16th March), the 
Board of Trade desire to remind traders that the obligation remains 
upon them to satisfy themselves that no goods which have left enemy 
territory since the outbreak of war are imported into the United 
Kingdom on their account. 

The Customs Authorities are empowered to detain all goods of 
doubtful origin for enquiries. 
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CONSIGNMENTS TO HOLLAND. 


The Board of Trade desire to notify exporters in the United 
Kingdom that the provision in the Order of Council of 7th October 
(see pp. 88-9 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 15th October, 
1915), which permits of the consignment of goods to British, Allied, 
and neutral diplomatic and consular officers in Holland, is only 
intended to enable such officers to import goods into Holland for their 
personal use without the necessity of consignment to the Netherland 
Oversea Trust. Uhe Order does not contemplate any concession to 
diplomatic and consular officers so far as ordinary trade is concerned.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE COMMITTEE. 


A meeting of the Advisory Committee to the Board of Trade 
Commercial Intelligence Branch was held at 7, Whitehall Gardens 
on Tuesday, the llth April.

It was reported that the number of written and personal enquiries 
received at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 
exclusive of the Foreign Samples Section, during 1915 was 50,400, 
as compared with 40.600 in 1914, and that in view of the success 
which had attended the British Industries Fair, the Board of Trade 
had decided to hold a similar [air next year, to be opened on the Ist 
February. 

Amongst matters considered by the Committee were the financing 
of British and German trade respectively in China, a proposed Com- 
mercial Mission to Russia, the amendment of the law relating to 
Patents, ‘Trade Marks and Designs, and certain questions arising out 
of the work of the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 





MAXIMUM PRICES FOR PIG IRON. 


The Ministry of Munitions announces that the question of the 
price of material used and produced in the iron and steel industries 
has been under the consideration of the Minister of Munitions for 
some time past; and, after consultation with the representatives of 
the principal trade associations, maximum prices for various products 
have been fixed until 30th June, 1916, and thereafter until further 
notice. 
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The makers may sell for delivery after 30th June, 1916, on the 
understanding that the fixed maximum prices ruling on the Ist day 
of any month during the period of the contract will apply to all 
deliveries made during that month. 


These maximum prices are based upon the abnormal costs and 
conditions now prevailing, and must not be assumed to be indicative 
of any difference in relative vaiues which may have obtained in the 
several districts before the war and may obtain again after the war. 


This intimation must not be taken to authorise any sale or 
purchase or other dealing prohibited under the Defence of the Realm 
Regulations.

STATE CONTROL OF SUGAR SUPPLIES IN 
ITALY. 


H.M. Embassy at Rome reports the publication of an Italian 
Decree, dated 12th March, controlling the sale of sugar. The maxi- 
mum price chargeable by the producer is fixed at 148 lire per 
quintal of powdered centrifugal sugar placed on truck at the station 
of departure. 

Local prices are fixed by the Communal Authorities as follows :— 
Wholesale, in quantities exceeding 100 kilogs.—the price chargeable 
by the producer, plus local octroi duty, carriage, and a further charge 
of 2 lire per quintal. Retail, in quantities of less than 100 kilogs.— 
the price chargeable by the producer, plus octroi duty, carriage, and 
a further charge of 7 lire per quintal. 

In order to prevent manufacturers from accumulating and holding 
back stocks, the Government is authorised to assume, if necessary, 
control of the wholesale warehouses and to arrange for the sale of 
the sugar until the whole stock has been disposed of. (C. 11,082.)

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CANADA (BRITISH COLUMBIA).—The Imperial Trade Corres- 
pondent at Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field) has forwarded a copy of a 
‘Review of Business Conditions in Canada during 1915,” prepared 
by the Canadian Bank of Commerce, from which the following 
particulars relative to commercial conditions in British Columbia 
last year have been extracted :— 


During the past year there was a widespread reduction in the 
volume of business in the principal cities of British Columbia, though 
some improvement took place in the later months. The contracting 
and building trades suffered most, operations in these trades having 
been brought almost to a standstill. 


In the lumber industry extreme dullness was prevalent during the 
first half of the year, but this was followed in July, August, September 
and October by much greater activity, some of the mills finding it 
difficult at times to fill orders. Only about half of the mills in the 
Province were running and these not all on full time, the main causes 
of this inactivity being the much lessened demand in the early part 
of the year from the prairies, the stagnation in local building, and 
the practical impossibility of procuring cargo space for export ship- 
ments. It is expected that the year’s cut will prove to have fallen 
short of that of 1914, when the production was 775,000,000 feet, as 
compared with 1,157,000,000 feet in 1913. Shingles were in active 
demand, largely due to the trade with the United States. The 
logging industry worked very lightly and mainly in cedar. 


The output of the paper and pulp industry continues to show 
steady improvement; this trade is developing with Australasia as 
well as with the nearer markets and the industry is likely to become 
one of great importance to the Province. 


The total output of canned salmon during 1915 amounted to 
1,132,201 cases, as against 1,111,039 cases in 1914, For mild cured 
salmon the market has almost disappeared, as the Germans were the 
largest consumers. ‘The catch of herrings and halibut was about 
double that of 1914. Whaling in the waters of the Pacific Ocean 
off the coast of British Columbia is in the hands of one company. 
The catch consisted of 229 whales, as compared with 564 in 1914 and 
705 in 1913. 


As regards mineral production, the output of gold in 1915 is 
expected to show some reduction on the 1914 figures, but this will be 
more than offset by the larger quantities of copper produced and by 
the enhanced prices obtained therefor. Owing to the war there has 
naturally been continued activity in copper, and prices during the 
greater part of the year were quite abnormal. Some of the companies 
are contemplating enlarged expenditure for exploitation and develop- 
ment, and in the northern and certain interior sections of the 
Province prospects of new operations have improved. The quantity 
of coal mined during the year is estimated at 1,768,900 tons, as 
compared with 2,166,428 tons in 1914. 
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In agriculture and stock-raising results were satisfactory, except as 
regards the prices obtained for potatoes and vegetables, which were 
abnormally low. (C.1.B. 3.159.)

CANADA (ONTARIO).—The Imperial Trade Correspondent at 
Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field) reports, under date 22nd March, a 
continued improvement in general trade conditions in (Ontario. 
The financial situation is satisfactory. Bank credits and savings are 
accumulating, as also are funds in loan and mortgage companies, 
and economy is being generally practised. From the point of view 
of war finance this is regarded as satisfactory; it has, however, 
reduced the purchasing volume. At the same time the extra money 
which is circulating as the result of good crop conditions and war 
orders, brings the purchasing volume back almost to normal. The 
outiook is good for increased mineral production in Ontario in 
1916, and the early outlook for crops is good, except that a shortage 
of labour is being experienced. 


An important change in conditions has occurred in the business of 
departmental stores. As a result of the high financial returns 
received by the farmers last year, there is much more demand for 
many kinds of goods from the rural districts. This the departmental 
stores are largely supplying through their mail order departments. 
The organisation of these departments has recently been enlarged 
and improved in order to cope with and encourage an increasing 
mail order business. These stores send, free of transportation charges 
to the buyer, orders valued at 10 dols. or over, to any point in 
Ontario as far north as Kenora, which is 1,107 miles from Toronto. 
Retail stores in outlying towns are somewhat disturbed at the 
development in the mail order business of the large departmental 
stores. 


Building construction is not heavy and there is comparatively little 
prospect of new work during 1916. The demand for builders’ hard- 
ware and general building supplies is therefore likely to be of small 
volume. About 30 per cent. of the brick and tile works in Ontario 
were idle during the 1915 season, while the output of the others 
was in most cases materially reduced. ‘The average value of 
common brick was 7°96 dols. and of pressed brick 8°75 dols. per 
thousand, as compared with 7°99 dols. and 10°66 dols. in 1914. The 
production of common and pressed brick in 1915 was about one-third 
that of 1914. The output of other materials of construction—cement, 
stone, lime, &c.—also showed a decided decrease last year. 


Furniture factories are not busy as there is a reduced demand for 
furniture. This is in consequence of a decreased population in many 
of the cities and towns due to army enlistment, many families having 
gone to the United Kingdom to be nearer their relatives in the 
Canadian forces there or abroad. In many cases also two families 
are occupying one house instead of two houses as previously. This

has had a marked effect on the business of manufacturers and 
retailers of household furniture. Conditions in this trade are likely 
to improve. 

Active competition on the part of United States firms is in evidence 
in the Ontario market. ‘They are assisted by a comparatively large 
staff of United States consular officials throughout the Province, who 
devote a great deal of their time to commercial intelligence work. 
United States firms are making a strong bid for the Canadian import 
trade which was supplied from European sources prior to the war. 
American salesmen are very frequent visitors in Ontario; many of 
the firms have branch offices and warehouses, and others have 
assembling plants or factories. ‘There is a tendency for an increasing 
number of United States firms to establish branch establishments in 
Ontario. 

Canadian manufacturers are also active and very enterprising, and 
are determined to get the largest possible share of the business of 
their home market. Comparatively little is heard now of the “ Made 
in Canada” advertising and publicity campaign of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association, although certain firms and departmental 
stores from time to time adopt a ‘“‘ Made in Canada” slogan for a 
special sale or business campaign. On the other hand, it is common 
to see advertising taking a broader ground, namely the suggested 
purchase of goods made in Canada, the United Kingdom, the British 
Empire and the allied countries. ‘T’he retail and wholesale trades 
are both fairly satisfactory, especially in staple lines. There is little 
buying of luxuries. ‘The general demand is for low priced articles. 

Mr. Field adds that for the British trader Ontario is probably one of 
the most important purchasing sections in Canada, although there is 
keen competition to be met from Canadian and United States factories 
established in the Province, as well as from a substantial import trade 
from the United States, Japan, and other countries. Those British 
firms who are already interested in the Ontario market, or who 
propose to become so, will recognise that the present time, when 
normal trade channels are disturbed, is opportune for strengthening 
or initiating trade relations in the Province. (C.L.B. 13,493.)

NEW ZEALAND (DUNEDIN).—The Imperial Trade Correspondent 
at Dunedin (Mr. W. T’. Monkman) reports, under date 3lst January, 
that local trade during the month of January was very satisfactory, 
all branches of skilled industry showing considerable activity and 
there being no lack of employment; in fact a number of trades 
were working at high pressure. ‘These favourabie conditions, how- 
ever, are unlikely to continue, because of the increasing difficulties 
in the way of obtaining supplies from oversea, and the steady 
increase in prices. At present many articles of ordinary commerce 
are practically unobtainable and the situation promises to become 
more serious before any. improvement takes place. 
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At present business generally is good; the revenue from the 
realisation of the chief products of the district will probably be very 
large, and, as a consequence of the remarkable surplus of exports over 
imports, money 1s abundant. (C.1.B. 13,052.)

CHINA (ICHANG).—'The Acting British Consul at Ichang reports 
that the trade of the Port continues steadily to settle into one 
purely of the transhipment of commodities between the Province 
of Szechuan and the coast. Even the advent of the railway will 
only bring temporary prosperity, for Ichang can never permanently 
remain the terminus for the Ichang-Chengtu line as any railway 
systems operating in Szechuan must finally be linked up’ with 
Hankow, either direct or through some point on the Peking—Hankow 
railway. In spite, however, of the absence of any hope that Ichang 
can ever become a trading centre, Ichang can never lose its importance 
as the limit of navigation up the Yangtse for steamers of 1,000 tons 
and over, and it will be very many years before railway traffic from 
Szechuan to Hankow is so perfected that the Chinese shipper can 
completely abandon the waterway. 


The value of imports into Ichang from foreign countries in 1915 
amounted to only £13,786, as compared with £53,286 in 1914. Out 
of the 1915 total, imports from the United Kingdom, Hong Kong and 
the British Dominions represented £11,312. The value of imports 
from Japan fell from £7,895 in 1914 to £1,413, probably owing to 
the boycott of Japanese goods.. The Customs returns contain no 
record of imports from Germany in 1915. 


‘There was a satisfactory increase in imports of Indian cotton yarn 
in 1915, while imports of Japanese yarn also increased. The large 
increase in imports (native) of Chinese cotton yarn, from 4,834 piculs 
in 1914 to 12,770 piculs in 1915, is especially worthy of mention. 

Japanese cotton cloth appears for the first time in the Customs 
returns for 1915, imports from Japan amounting to 2,400 pieces. 
There was a large decrease in imports of woollen goods, owing no 
doubt to the fact that imports in 1914 were much in excess of the 
average demand. 


The native Customs figures are only obtained from junk masters 
and cannot he checked. They are therefore unreliable, though 
affording, perhaps, a very rough basis on which to found statistics for 
possible freights offering for the railway, when completed, in the 
future. 


With regard to the river traffic, to write of ‘“‘ merchant steamers ” 
plying between Ichang and Chungking is misleading; the term 
‘passenger launches ” gives a much more accurate description of the 
small craft now working in the Upper Yangtse. This remark does 
not of course apply to the ss. “‘Shuhun,”’ which has a registered 
tonnage of 495 tons and may, from its size and reliability, be termed 
a steamer; but none of the other launches exceeds 250 tons, or is 
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capable of carrying cargo to any useful extent. From the point of 
view of the British manufacturer who wishes to see rapid communi- 
cation satisfactorily established between Ichang and Chungking these 
launches may, therefore, be left out of serious calculation. Even the 
ss. ‘‘Shubun ” cannot take machinery of any appreciable size, and it 
will be many years before junk traffic is superseded by steam 
navigation. Conditions on the Upper Yangtse are changing, but 
they cannot yet be said to have changed; and though there is 
considerable hope that the near future will bring rapid developments, 
a hope based on the unqualified success of the ss. ‘‘Shuhun ” and the 
spasmodic successes of the various launches, yet no careful student of 
the navigation of the Upper Yangtse would call the problem solved ; 
and it is entirely misleading to merchants unacquainted with true 
conditions to talk of it as such. 

The winter service, inaugurated in 1913-14, under which the upper 
river was divided into three sections, transhipment over the rapids 
being accomplished by coolie labour at the connecting points, was a 
complete failure. During the good water season (May to November, 


1915), the ss. “‘Shuhun” alone maintained a regular service. 
(C.1.B. 12,707.)

MOROCCO.—H.M Agent and Consul-General at Tangier (Mr. H. E. 
White, C.M.G.) reports that the prospects for trade in Morocco in 
1916 are not very brilliant. The continuation of the war and the 
consequent requisitioning by the I'rench Government of all stocks 
of wheat and barley, and the restrictions on the shipments of many 
of the principal articles of export, necessarily have a very serious 
effect on the commerce of the country; but it is a remarkable fact 
that the import trade of Morocco in the year 1915 reached considerable 
dimensions, and when statistics are available it will probably be 
found that the value of articles imported in 1915 exceeded that in 
1914. 

With the making of roads, a demand for motor cars, motor lorries, 
motor cycles, &c., has sprung up, especially in the French Zone, the 
total value imported during 1914 amounting tu £94,258. The 
cheaper makes’suitable for rough roads have been most in request 
so far, but with the improvements in roads better class cars will 
doubtless be introduced in greater numbers. 

There should be a good opening in Morocco for British cement now 
that supplies from Germany are cut off. There should also be an 
opening for British trade in hardware; the principal items under 
this heading are tools, cutlery, &e., household utensils, nails, locks, 
and bedsteads. (A.R. 12.) 
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UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA. 
Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for 
H.M. Trade Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions 
te visit the United Kingdom officially from time to time, so that 
manufacturers and merchants may have the opportunity of consulting 
them on any matters connected with their business, or of obtaining 
information as to the possibilities of extending their trade, H.M. 
Trade Commissioner for Australia (Mr. G. T. Milne) is now in this 
country, and is interviewing (by appointment) representatives of firms 
who have expressed a desire to see him in London at the offices of 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. Mr. 
Milne will attend at the offices of the London Chamber of Commerce 
on 17th, 18th and 19th April, and immediateiy after Easter will 
commence to visit those trade and industrial centres in the provinces 
which have been decided upon as most advantageous to visit in view 
of the applications that have been received from firms in or near 
those centres, and from Chambers of Commerce. 


The itinerary of H.M. Trade Commissioner’s tour, the arrangements 
for which have now been completed, includes Bristol, Newport (Mon.), 
Cardiff, Birmingham, Wolverhampton, Walsall, Coventry, Leicester, 
Nottingham, Derby, Stoke-on-Trent, Dublin, Liverpool, Manchester, 
Sheffield, Huddersfield, Bradford, Leeds, Newcastle, Edinburgh, 


Dundee, Dunfermline and Glasgow in the order named.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
MARCH, 1916." 


I.— GENERAL. 


The trade returns for March, 1916, when compared with those 
for March, 1915, show increases in the value of the Imports into 
the United Kingdom, of the Exports of the Produce and Manu- 
factures of the United Kingdom, and also in the value of the Exports 
of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in March was £86,092,394, an increase 

of £10,630,845, or 14°0 per cent., as compared with March, 1915; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to £46,409,616, an increase of 
£8,166,417. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show an increase of £7,442,053, or 24°7 per cent., as com- 
pared with March, 1915; whilst there is an increase of £744,364, 
or 9:2 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN MARCH. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
March, 1916, amounted to 2,449,207 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,968,879 tons, as against 2,996,551 tons entered, and 
3,626,931 tons cleared, during March, 1915. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage arrived with cargoes during March, 
1916, amounted to 1,820,699 tons, and the tonnage departed to 
1,809,769 tons, as against 2,565,344 tons arrived, and 2,565,004 tons 
departed, in March, 1915. 

VI—THREE MONTHS’ SHIPPING, JANUARY-MARCH. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the three months January—March, 1916, amounted to 7,067,353 
tons, and the tonnage cleared to 8,628,755 tons, as against 8,009,754 
tons entered, and 10,152,072 tons cleared, during the corresponding 
period of 1915. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage 
arrived with cargoes during the three months January-March, 1916, 
amounted to 5,494,939 tons, and the tonnage departed to 5,472,766 
tons, as against 7,078,571 tons arrived, and 6,986,904 tons departed, 
during the three months January-March, 1915. 











PEKING GOVERNMENT UNIVERSITY. 
Equipment desired for School of Engineering. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 219-20 of the ‘ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 23rd July, 1914, relative to the desire 
of the Chancellor of the Chinese Government University at 
Peking to obtain samples and models of engineering products 
of United Kingdom manufacture, it is notified that a well-known 
London firm of consulting engineers has been appointed to the 
office of Honorary Consulting Engineers to the University, with a 
view to co-ordinating the equipment of the engineering school. The 
firm referred to( which holds a similar appointment with the Hong Kong 
University) has been instructed to prepare plans of the scl.ool of 
engineering, the equipment of which is to be proceeded with ; a list 
of the apparatus required is being prepared, and the firm desires to 
get into communication with United Kingdom manufacturers who 
would be willing to present the necessary apparatus either free of 
charge, or on specially favourable terms. 

The advantages which may be gained to British trade through 
Chinese students learning from samples and models of British make 
are obvious.

COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS IN COSTA RICA. 


H.M. Minister for Panama and Costa Rica has forwarded the 
following Memorandum, in which he has recorded observations 
regarding economic and industrial conditions in Costa Rica, which 
he made during a recent visit to the Republic :— 

A study of the official trade records of Costa Rica shows the far- 
reaching effect of the Kuropean conflict which has caused a heavy 
decline in imports into the Republic. This is to be explained by the 
easy credits that prevailed before the war, which gave rise to purchases 
far in excess of the needs of the market. At the outbreak of 
hostilities when all credits were stopped, the mercantile houses were 
overstocked and, instead of continuing to import, the merchants 
proceeded to liquidate their surplus stocks. As a consequence, the 
value of imports diminished last year by approximately £650,000, 
while the value of the exports also showed a decrease of about 
£120,000, the result of which was a deficit in expenditure over revenue 
of £270,000 in 1915. ‘To meet this deficit the Government borrowed 
£5V0,0U0 at 6 per cent. per annum, the interest to be paid out of the 
tax on bananas, and later, another loan of £120,000 was negotiated 
with local banks; and also by advances from the new Government 
bank with its paper issue. 

Other measures adopted to raise revenue were: an increase on the 
cost of stamp paper and revenue stamps; higher death duties; taxes 
on native beer, theatre tickets, and manufactured tobacco; a tax of 
] per cent. on the profit of money-lenders; and the compulsory sale 
to the Government at a fixed rate of exchange below the ruling bank 
rate of a certain percentage of bills of exchange drawn on the value 
of exports of coffee and bullion ; the proceeds of these drafts were 
to be used to meet the service of the foreign debts, 

A credit was obtained from the Bankers’ Trust Company and the 
Irving National Bank, both of New York, to be used by the Govern- 
ment to protect buyers of imports from the United States from 
extortionate bank rates for foreign exchange. The operation of this 
scheme had the effect of altering rates for foreign exchange from 
255 colones per 100 gold dollars (U.S.A.) to 212 per 100 gold dollars 
within a few weeks. 

In 1915, imports into Costa Rica from the United Kingdom and 
from Italy were reduced to 40 per cent. of the normal values, France 
26 per cent, and Germany 2 per cent.; on the other hand imports from 
the United States were 3 per cent. above what they were in 1914. 
The number and value of parcels received by post from Germany in 
1915 were as follows :—Il1st quarter, 14:5 parcels value 4,432 colones ; 
2nd quarter, 113 parcels value 1,508 colones; 3rd quarter, 96 parcels 
value 1,954 colones; and 4th quarter, 1 parcel value 1 colon. Articles 
received through the. parcel post from Germany comprised patent 
medicines, perfumes, essences, toys, &c. One shopkeeper at San José 
was the recipient of approximately one-half of the total value. 

Prior to the war there was a tendency in Costa Rica to overtrade, 
and there was extravagance in living. ‘This has all been remedied 
to meet the new conditions, and both the merchants and farmers 
are now on a much firmer footing financially than they have been 
tor many years past. This change, however, has temporarily reduced

the Government revenue to the extent of about 40 per cent. below 
what it was in 1915. 

Nearly 10,000,000 bunches of bananas were exported during 1915. 
An unknown disease developed among the plants in the Panama 
banana district (Bocas del Toro) several years ago and spread to the 
plantations in Costa Rica. In spite of special studies made by 
scientists on the spot an antidote has not been discovered. The 
disease is described as ‘‘ plant tuberculosis.” ‘lhe roots are first 
attacked and the stem gradually withers. Large tracts of cultivated 
land both in Panama and Costa Rica have been abandoned and it has 
only been possible to maintain the volume of the export of the fruit 
by clearing the forests and planting in virgin soil. In the opinion of 
high employees of a fruit company on the spot, in course of time the 
banana industry in Costa Rica will lose its importance through this 
disease, and therefore the company is turning its attention to the 
planting of cacao as a substitute. (CO. 11,945.) 





BRITISH TRADE WITH URUGUAY. 
Commercial Travellers should visit the British Legation. 


British Consular Officers have sometimes remarked that commercial 
travellers rarely call upon them. It is submitted that if commercial 
travellers would make a point of calling at the British Consulates the 
reason for a good deal of the criticism sometimes heard would dis- 
appear. 

His Majesty’s Minister and Consul-General in Monte Video writes, 
under recent date, suggesting an invitation to United Kingdom firm 
who are sending travellers to Monte Video, to request them to call 
upon him, as he is desirous of keeping in touch with firms doing 
business in Uruguay. (C.1.B. 13,743.)

BRITISH INDIA. 


Adverting to the Notice which appeared on pp. 75-8 of the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal” of the 16th March, giving a 
telegraphic summary of the recent changes in the

Board of Trade have now received, through the 
India Office, copy of the ‘** Indian 'l'ariff (Amendment) Act, 1916,” 
containing the revised Schedules to the Indian Tariff Act, 1894, and 
specifying in detail the duties now leviable on goods imported into 
and exported from British India, with effect from the lst March, 1916. 
Under the present Act, the following Section has been substituted 
for Section 3 of the Indian Tariff Act, 1894, viz. :— 

3. (1) There shall be levied and collected in every port to 
which this Act applies the duties specified in the Second 
and Third Schedules. 

(2) The Governor General in Council may, by notification in 
the ‘‘ Gazette of India,” fix, for the purpose of levying the 
said duties, tariff values of any articles enumerated, either 
specifically or under general headings, in the said 
Schedules, as chargeable with duty ad valorem, and may 
alter any tariff values for the time being in force. 

(3) Different tariff values may be fixed for different classes or 
descriptions of the same article. 

The Second and Third Schedules, referred to above, are as

H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Mexico City reports that until the 
“ Sisal” Hemp establishment of the Government Commission for 
dustry : Effects the Regulation of the Henequen (‘‘ Sisal”) Indus- 
= vet allen try there had never been an absolute monopoly of 
Monepely the hemp business in the States of Yucatan and 
Campéche, the annual production in which is in 
excess of 31,000,000 bales, averaging 375 lbs. each. Nearly all the 
farmers producing “sisal’’ hemp in the two States were recently 
obliged to contract for five years to sell their hemp exclusively to 
the Commission (see notice on p. 344 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 3rd February). 

The Commission fixes prices to both producers and buyers, and retains 
a large share of the profits; it controls the railway service and pro- 
vides no cars for hemp save to its own customers ; and it has opened 
a bureau in New York for the purpose of convincing American con- 
sumers, who take about 80 per cent. of the production of hemp for 
the manufacture of binder twine, that no monopoly exists. 

At the present time the price of hemp is unusually high owing to 
high freight rates for shipping. Apart from this, however, the cost 
of hemp has been increased by the imposition of a State duty of 
10 cents per kilogramme (2:2046 lbs.) and a Federal duty of 14 cents 
gold per kilogramme payable in American gold at par. In addition 
to these duties railway freights have increased by 300 per cent. and 
warehouse charges at Progreso also by 300 per cent. 

A Corporation formed in New Orleans, styled the Pan-American 
Commission, receives the hemp sent to the United States and hands 
it over to the bankers who financed the loan of 10,000,000 dols, to 
the Government Commission. For this service the Pan-American 
Commission is to receive 5 per cent commission on all sales of hemp

sold in the United States at an average of 6 cents per lb., the com- 
mission payable to the Pan-American Commission will be over 
1,000,000 dols. or 100 per cent. per annum on its reported capital !

It is seen that, whereas there was a shrinkage of £14,417,310 in 
1914, owing largely to the war influence in the latter half of the year, 
there was actually an increase in 1915 of £2,670,968 over the figures

The increase in imports amounted to £6,558,404 and in exports 
to £10,729,874. Imported manufactured articles were valued at 
£8,794,809 last year, as compared with £8,289,667 in 1914. 

The value of tin exported was £10,694,344, of Para rubber

The war has had a remarkable effect on the 
price of alcohol; the demand for it, as facilitating 
the ‘production of munitions of war, has been on an ever increasing 
scale. This demand has caused all the cheapest wines to be 
requisitioned for distillation, consequently enhancing the prices of 
wines for export. in addition, French buyers have contracted for the 
largest part of the new wine of last autumn from Andalusia for 
blending with their own native wines. 

The export of brandy (style of cognac) for consumption in the 
United Kingdom has immensely increased during the last six months, 
and probably not less than 900 hogsheads has, in that period, been 
shipped from Jerez alone.

of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Sources 
of Supply, Prices, &c. of Trade Products; Shipping and Transport ; 
&e., &c. 

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial products 
which are received from abroad from time to time are exhibited at 
the offices of the Branch. 

The samples collected since the war began of goods of German and 
Austrian manufacture, which have been sold in British markets 
abroad and certain foreign markets, have just been exhibited at 
Sheffield ; they will shortly be exhibited at other industrial centres.

The British Industries Fair, 1916, was held at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, London, from 21st February to 3rd March. The 
Board ot Trade have decided to hold another Fair in London next 
year (1917) from Monday, 26th February, to Friday, 9th March, 
inclusive.
